The  Knoxville  Summer  Confer- 


ence. 


In  this  day  of  conventions 
Christian  student  are  alert  to 
the  good  to  be  der  ved  from  these 
gatherings,  and  aDwtTtf  to  receive 
training  in  methods  of  Christian 
work. 

In  1880  the  first  Student  Sum- 
mer School  was  held  at  Mount 
Hermon,  Mass.,  at  the  invitation 
of  Mr.  Moody,  and  has  rightly 
been  called  the  most  important 
convention  of  students  ever  held. 
As  a  result  of  the  benefits  derived 
from  this  conference  (which  was 
afterwards  held  annually  at 
Northfield,  Mass.),  there  have 
been  established  three  other 
Summer  Schools,  to-wit:  One  at 
Lake  Geneva,  Wis.,  in  1890;  one 
at  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  in  1892,  and 
another  at  Valperazo,  Cah,  last 
June. 

There  might  have  been  seen  at 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  on  June  19th, 
1896,  159  students  from  50  Col- 
leges of  the  South  gathering  for 
the  purpose  of  spending  ten  days 
in  prayer,  Bible  study  and  con- 
ference. Only  those  who  have 
been  so  blessed  with  the  privilege 
of  attending  one  of  these  gather- 
ings can,  to  any  satisfactory  de- 
gree, estimate  its  value  to  the 
Christian  life  and  work  of  those 
present. 

Our  College  Association  was 
represented  last  June  at  Knox- 
ville by  J.  L.  Pollard,  J. W.  King, 
W.  H.  McBryde  and  W.  J.  Bee- 
son. 

We  can  best  understand  the 
character  of  the  work  by  viewiug 
the  work  of  a  day.  About  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  you  might 
see  a  number  of  the  moat  zealous 
Christian  workers  sitting  upon 
the  beautiful  velvet-clad  campus, 
with  Bibles  in  their  laps,  keeping 


the  "morning  watch"  with  God 
alone.  Having  just  spoken  to 
Jesus  and  fed  upon  His  word, 
those  humble  followers  felt  pre- 
pared by  6  o'clock  to  talk  with 
their  fellowmen  while  feeding 
their  bodies  at  the  well-furnished 
table.  At  7:30  a.  m.  the  Mis- 
sionary Institute  was  held, where 
the  Missionary  committeemen 
and  volunteers  were  trained  in 
the  latest  and  best  methods  of 
missionary  study  and  work  in 
Colleges.  At  8:30  the  two 
Bible  classes  met;  the  one  for 
training  leaders  in  personal  work, 
and  the  other  for  training  leaders 
in  devotional  Bible  study.  The 
College  Conference,  where  were 
discussed  all  problems  of  Col- 
lege Association  work,  was  held 
at  9:30.  At  10:45  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  some  of  the 
best  and  most  impressive  speak- 
ers of  this  country  and  England. 
Among  them  wer  Dr.  J.  II. 
Brooke,  of  St.  Louis;  Dr.  S.  A. 
Steel,  of  Nashville;  Dr.  R.  J.  Mc- 
Bryde, of  Lexington;  Dr.  J.  R. 
Sampey,  of  Louisville;  Mr.  Kobt. 
E.  Speer,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
Mr.  Chas.  T.  Studd,  B.  A.,  Cam- 
bridge University,  '83.  These 
are  rare,  soul-stirring,  life-broad- 
ening speakers. 

The  afternoons  were  given  to 
sports,  such  as  baseball,  basket 
bail,  tennis,  rowing,  swimming.

Our  College  Assift-iation  was 
represented  last  .Line  at  Knox- 
ville by  -I.  L.  Lollard, J.  W.  King, 
W.  II.  McHryde  and  W.  ,J.  Boe- 
son. 

We  can  best  understand  the 
character  of  the  work  by  viewing 
the  work  of  a  day.  About  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  you  might 
see  a  number  of  the  most  zealous 
Christian  workers  sitting  upon 
the  beautiful  velvet-clad  campus; 
with  Bibles  in  their  laps,  keeping 


the  "morning  watch"  with  God 
alone.  Having  just  spoken  to 
Jc.su^  and  fed  upon  His  word, 
those  humble  followers  felt  pre- 
pared by  'li  o'clock  to  talk  with 
their  fellowmen  while  feedine 
their  bodies  at  the  well-furnished 
table.  At  7::!0  a.  m.  the  Mis- 
sionary .Institute  was  h«dd, where 
the  Missionary  committeemen 
and  volunteers  were  trained  in 
the  latest  and  best  methods  of 
missionary  study  and  work  in 
Colleges.  At  8:30  the  two 
Bible  classes  met;  the  one  for 
training  leaders  in  personal  work, 
and  the  other  for  training  leaders 
in  devotional  Bible  study.  The 
College  Conference,  where  were 
discussed  all  problems  of  Col- 
lege Association  work,  was  held 
at  9:30,  At  10:45  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  some  of  the 
best  and  most  impressive  speak- 
ers of  this  count ry  and  England. 
Among  them  were  Dr.  .1.  H. 
Brooke,  of  St.  Louis;  Dr.  S.  A. 
Steel,  of  Nashville;  Dr.  K.  .1.  Mc- 
Hryde,, of  Lexington;  Dr.  ,).  R. 
Sampey,  of  Louisville;  Mr.  Robt. 
E.  Spcer,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
Mr.  Chas.  T.  Studd,  H.  A.,  Cam- 
bridge University,  '83.  These 
are  rare,  soul-stirring,  life-broad- 
ening speakers. 

The  afternoons  were  given  to 
sports,  such  as  baseball,  basket 
bail,  renins,  rowing,  swimming. 

At  seven  o'clock  life-work 
meetings  were  held  on  the  hill- 
side. These  were  perhaps  the 
most  impressive  of  the  day. 
Then  followed  the  second  plat- 
form meeting.  The  delegates 
lived  ii%an  air  of  spirituality.

He 
has  labored  conscientiously  for 
the  success  of  the  team  for  two 
years,  and  whatever  success  may 
have  come  to  Auburn  in  that 
length  of  time  is  due  entirely  to 
him.  When  he  first  cume  into 
our  midst  in  September,  '05,  he 
was  unknown  to-  every  man  in 
College.  Yet  before  he  had  been 
here  a  week  he  had  gained  the 
love,  admiration  and  confidence 
of  every  member  of  the  Faculty 
as  well  as  the  boys. 

He. was  at  all  times  a  perfect 
gentleman. 

When  the  season  of  '05  was  a 
thing  of  the  past  and  other  Col- 
leges were  searching  tor  coaches 
for  the  next  session,  we  had  hut 
one  aim  and  that  was  to  secure 
Heisman.

Warner  made  the  best  team  in 
the  South  of  Georgia's  material, 
but  Heisman  can  take  the  same 
material  and  do  three  times  as 
well  as  Warner  did.  The  fact 
is,  that  as  long  as  ,L  W.  Heisman 
wishes  to  sign  an  Auburn  con- 
tract he  may  do  it,  We  have 
been  greatly  pleased  with  his 
work  for  two  years,  and  hope  that 
he  will  be  with  us  again  next' 
year. 

Not  since  the  writer  has  been 
in  College  has  a  man  ever  been 
given  such  an  enthusiastic 
departure.  In  spite  of  the  cold, 
chilling  rain  which  was  falling 
and'  the  unexpectedness  of  his 
departure,  over  a  hundred  Cadets 
were  down  to  wish  him  god- 
speed and  a  safe  return  to  us  next 
year.  Most  of  the  fellows  had 
tears  in  their  eyes  as  they  grasped 
his  hand  and  bade  him  a  fond 
good-bye.'  And  as  the  train 
pulled  away  we  gave  three  cheers 
and  a  tiger  for  our  Inu  friend 
and  coach,  ./.  W.  Heisman;  the 
Ins/  coach  lln  South  has  ever 
had.

Seuator  Morrill,  as  we  know,  is 
the  founder  of  the  State  A.  &  M.

ECCLESIASTICAL  ROME. 

An  Always  Prexmt  Power  That  Give*  th« 

City  It*  Importance. 

"Ecclesiastic''  Rome  is  the  strong- 
hold of  a  most  tremendous  fact  from 
whatever  pointr  of  view  Christianity 
may  be  considered.  If  one  could  in  im- 
agination detaci  the  head  of  the  Catho- 
lic church  from  the  church,  one  would 
be  obliged  to  admit  that  no  single  living 
man  possesses  the  farreaohing  and  last- 
ing power  which  in  each  succeeding  pa- 
pal reign  belong;-  to  the  pope.  Behind 
the  pope  stands  the  fact  which  confers, 
maintains  and  extends  that  power  from 
century  to  century — a  power  which  is 
one  of  the  hffge&t  elements  of  the 
world's  moral  activity,  both  in  its  own 
direct  action  and  in  the  counteraction 
and  antagonism  which  it  calls  forth 
continually. 

It  is  the  all  pervading  presence  of  this 
greatest  fact.  Literally,  in  Christendom 
which  has  carried  on  Rome 'ft  importance 
from  the  days  of  the  Caesars  across  the 
chasm  of  the  dark  ages  to  the  days  of 
modern  popes,  and  it  is  this  really  enor- 
mous importance  which  continually 
throws  forward  into  cruel  relief  the 
puerilities  and  inanities  of  the  daily 
outward  world.  It  is  the  consciousness 
of  that  importance  which  makes  old  Ro- 
man society  what  it  is,  with  its  virtues, 
its  vices,  its  prejudices  and  its  strange, 
old  fashioned,  close  fisted  kindliness, 
which  makes  the  contrast  between  tho 
saturnalia  of  Shrove  Tuesday  night  and 
the  cross  signed  with  ashes  upon  the 
forehead  of  Ash  Wednesday  morning, 
between  the  careless  laughter  of  the  Ro- 
man beauty  in  uyrnival  and  the  tragic 
earnestness  of  fche#nme  lovely  face  when 
tho  great  lady  kneels  in  Lent  before  tho 
confessional  to  receive  upon  her  bent 
head  the  light  touch  of  the  penitentiary's 
wand,  taking  her  turn  perhaps  with  a 
score  of  women  el  the  people.  It  is  the 
knowledge  of  an  always  present  power, 
active  throughout  the  whole  world, 
which  throws  deep,  straight  shadows,  as 
it  were,  through  the  Roman  character, 
just  as  in  certain  ancient  families  there 
is  a  secret  that  makes  grave  the  lives  of 
those  who  know  it.— Marion  Crawford 
in  Century. 


THE  FEDERAL  CONSTITUTION. 
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HER  BARN  STORMING  TOUR. 


Mary  Amlerson  de  Navarro  Recount*  an 
Incident  of  Her  Karly  Stage  Career. 

Mary  Andersoi>de  Navarro  looks  back 
with  evident  enjoyment  upon  what  she 
calls  the  "barnstorming"  period  of  her 
stage  career,  which,  however,  in  her 
case  was  short,  beneficial  and  pecunia- 
rily profitable.  -  her  experiences  in 
Owensboro,  a  small  Kentucky  town, 
where  she  and  her  little  baud  of  actors 
played  for  a  week,  Mrs.  de  Navarro 
writes  in  The  Ladies'  Home  Journal: 

"I  was  a  tall,  slender  Juliet  and  my 
Romeo  proved  to  be  a  plump,  pleasant 
little  woman,  probably  the  mother  of 
several  would  be  Roineos  and  Juliets. 
The  moon  she  (Romeo)  swore  by  we 
found  to  be  the  headlight  of  a  railway 
engine  hired  for  the  occasion.  This  was 
held  by  a  small  negro  boy  perched  upon 
a  ladder,  who  was  so  amused  by  the  play 
that  he  laughed  uutil  ho  shook  over  the 
most  tragic  scenes.  His  mirth,  as  may 
be  imagined,  was  not  conducive  to  the 
moon's  steadiness.  At  one  time  she  was 
shining  in  an  upper  box,  at  another  on 
the  head  of  a  bald  musician,  often 
blinding  the  unfortunates  in  the  front 
stalls,  here,  there,  everywhere  save  on 
the  face  of  her  ('Verona's  lovely  flower') 
she  had  been  especially  hired  to  illumi- 
nate.

General  Harrison  Explains  How 
Made  by  the  People. 

Ex-President  Harrison's  paper  in  The 
Ladies'  Home  Journal  of  "This  Coun- 
try of  Ours"  series  treats  comprehen- 
sively of  the  constitution  and  its  appli- 
cation and  operation,  defining  the  in- 
strument, its  *cope  and  limitations 
clearly.  "The  word  'constitution,'  "  he 
writes,  "as  used  among  us  implies  a 
written  instrument,  but  in  England  it 
is  used  to  describe  a  governmental  sys- 
tem or  organization  made  up  of  charters 
— as  the  Magna  Charta — the  general 
acts  of  parliament  and  a  body  of  long 
established  legal  usages  or  customs. 
These  are  not  compiled  in  any  single  in- 
strument as  with  us,  but  are  to  be 
sought  in  many  places. 

"The  common  American  usage  iD 
making  a  state  constitution  is  to  elect 
by  a  popular  vote  delegates  to  a  couven 
tion,  whoso  duty  it  is  to  prepare  a  plaL 
of  government.  When  the  delegates 
have  agreed  and  have  properly  certified 
the  instrument,  it  is  submitted  to  a  di- 
rect vote  of  the  people,  and  each  voter 
casts  a  ballot  'For  the  constitution'  or 
'Against  tho  constitution. '  If  a  majority 
vote  for  the  constitution,  it  then  be- 
comes the  paramount  law  of  the  state. 
The  legislature  does  not  make  the  con- 
stitution; the  constitution  makes  the 
legislature  The  American  idea  is  that 
constitutions  proceed  from  the  people  in 
the  exercise  of  their  natural  right  of  self 
government  and  can  only  bo  amended 
or  superseded  by  tho  people.  Whatever 
one  legislature  or  congress  enacts  the 
next  one  may  repeal,  but  neither  can  re- 
peal or  infringe  a  constitutional  provi- 
sion. 

"The  delegates  to  the  convention  that 
framed  the  constitution  of  tho  United 
States  were  not,  however,  chosen  by  a 
popular  voto  in  the  states,  but  by  the 
legislatures.    Nor  was  tho  question  of 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution  submit 
ted  in  the  states  to  a  direct  popular 
vote.   •  *  *  There  havo  been  15  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  adoptod.  Ten 
of  these  were  proposed  to  tho  legisla- 
tures of  the  states  by  the  First  congress 
and  ratified.  The  other  five  amendments 
have  in  like  manner  been  submitted  by 
congress  to  the  state  legislatures  for  rat- 
ification, conventions  in  the  states  not 
having  been  used  in  any  case.  It  will  be 
noticed  also  that  the  vote  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  constitution  and  upon 
amendments  thereto  is  by  statos,  each 
state,  without  regard  to  its  population, 
having  one  vote.  But  while  these  provi 
sions  make  the  popular  control  less  di 
rect  than  is  usual  in  the  states  and  nec 
essarily  recognize  the  states  in  the  proo 
ess  of  making  and  amending  the  consti 
tution,  the  idea  that  constitutions  pro 
ceed  from  the  people  is  not  lost."

When  the  swell  is  heavy  in  the  ic« 
pack,  it  is  often  very  difficult  to  ascer- 
tain from  which  direction  it  comes,  and 
just  as  difficult  as  it  is,  just  so  impor- 
tant may  it  bo  that  it  should  be  found 
out  rightly,  as  the  safety  of  the  ship 
might  wholly  depend  upon  correct  judg- 
ment as  to  this.  When  the  huge  ice 
masses  begin  to  move  and  screw  and 
press  on  the  sides  of  the  vessel,  rising 
and  falling  in  a  heavy  swell,  then  there 
is  only  one  escape — namely,  to  work  the 
vessel  into  tho  fields  away  from  the  side 
from  which  the  gale  blows.  A  mistake 
as  to  the  direction  of  the  running  swell 
has  often  proved  fatal,  and  the  mistake 
is  easily  made. 

An  old  arctic  sealer  told  me  how  in 
hours  of  dread  in  the  arctic  icepack  he 
had  laid  his  ear  down  to  the  ice  floe  and 
listened  to  the  roar  of  the  coming  swell 
— that  terrible  message  from  the  furious

THE  FEDERAL  CONSTITUTION. 


General  Harrison  ISxplains   How  It  Was 
Made  by  the  People. 

Ex-President  Harrison's  paper  in  The 
Ladies'  Home  Journal  of  "This  Coun- 
try of  ,  Ours"  series  treats  comprehen- 
sively of  the  constitution  and. its  appli- 
cation and  operation',  defining  the  in- 
strument, its  scopo  and  limitations 
clearly.  "Tho  word  'constitution,'  "  he 
writes.-'ias— ase4  -  aaiwBg-iss;-  kapiies^s- 
writton  instrument,  but  in  England  it 
is  used  to  describe  a  governmental  sys- 
tem or  organization  made  up  of  charters 
— as  tho  Magna  Charta — the  general 
acts  of  parliament  and  a  body  of  long 
established  legal  usages  or  customs. 
These  are  not  compiled  in  any  single  in- 
strument as  with  us,  but  are  to  be 
sought  in  many  places. 

"The'common  American  usage  in 
making  a  state  constitution  is  to  elect 
by  a  popular  vote  delegates  to  a  convoii 
tipn,  whose  duty  it  is  to  preparo  a  plaL 
of  government.  When ,  the  delegates 
have  agreed  and  have  properly  cortifiod 
the  instrument,  it  is  submitted  to  a  di- 
rect voto  of  the  people,  and  each  voter 
casts  a  ballot  'For  tho  constitution'  or 
'Against  tho  constitution. '  If  amajority 
vote  for  tho  constitution,  it  then  be- 
comes tho  paramount  law  of  the  state. 
Tho  legislature  does  not  mako  the  con- 
stitutiou;  tho  constitution  makes  the 
legislature  The  American  idea  is  that 
constitutions  proceed 'from  tho  people  in 
tho  exercise  of  their  natural  right  of  self 
government  and  can  only  bo  amonded 
or  superseded  by  tho  people  Whatever 
one  legislature  or  congress  enacts  the 
next  one  may  repeal,  but  neither  can  re- 
peal or  infringe  a  constitutional  provi- 
sion. 

"Tho  delegates  to  the  convention  that 
frunied  the  constitution  of  tho  Unitod 
States  were  not,  however,  chosen  by  a 
popular  voto  in  tho  states,  but  by  tho 
legislatures.  Nor  was  tho  question  of 
tho  adoption  of  the  constitution  submit- 
ted in  the  states  to  a  direct  popular 
vote.  »  *  *  Ihere  have  been  15  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  adopted.  Ten 
of  these  were  proposed  to  tho  legisla- 
tures of  the  states  by  the  First  congress 
and  ratified.  The  other  fivo  amendments 
have  in  like  maunor  been  submitted  by 
congress  to  the  state  legislatures  for  rat- 
ification, conventions  in  the  states  not 
having  been  used  in  any  case.  It  will  be 
noticed  also  that  tho  vote  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  constitution  and  upon 
amendments  thoroto  is  by  states,  each 
state,  without  regard  to  its  population, 
having  ono  voto.  But  while  these  provl- 
sions  mako  tho  popular  control  less  di 
rect  than  is  usual  in  tho  states  and  nee 
essarily  recognize  the  states  in  the  proo 
ess  of  making  and  amending  the  consti 
tutiou,J  the  idea  that  constitutions  pro 
ceed  from  the  people  is  not  lost. "

Ctvfflxed  Art*. 
It  is  generally  believed,  by  the  simple 
and  unlearned,  that  the  art  of  advertis- 
ing is  of  comparatively  modern  inven- 
tion, but  a  very  slight  study  of  the  sub- 
ject will  be  sufficient  to  convince  the  in- 
quirer that  it  is,  iu  point  of  fact,  one  of 
the  most  ancient  of  all  the  civilized  arts. 
Indeed,  the  first  advertisement  was  prob- 
ably coeval  with  the  first  man  who  had 
something  to  dispose  of  or  with  th« 
first  woman  who  wanted  something  she 
had  not  got  It  seems  not  impossible 
that  the  serpent  tempted  Eve  to  partake 
of  the  apple  by  means  of  a  "puff  para- 
graph, "  setting  forth  the  merits  of  the 
fruit  as  a  complexion  beautifier.  Be  that 
as  it  may,  the  uses  of  advertisement 
were  known  at  a  very  early  date  to  the 
Israelites,  who  were  accustomed  to 
placard  the  streets  of  their  cities  with 
the  utterances  of  kings  and  prophets. 

The  ancient  Greeks,  too,  were  much 
given  to  advertisement,  chiefly  through 
the  medium  of  the  town  crier,  who, 
however,  was  not  permitted  to  offend 
the  ears  of  the  cilizens  with  his  procla- 
mations unless  he  were  accompanied  by 
a  musician  to  give  him  the  correct  pitch. 
The  fact  that  property  had  been  stolen 
or  damaged  was  made  known  by  means 
of  curses,  inscribed  upon  sheets  of  lead, 
which  were  affixed  to  the  statues  of  in- 
fernal deities  in  the  temple,  the  venge- 
ance of  the  gods  being  thus  invoked 
upon  the  persons  who  had  stolen  or  in- 
jured the  advertiser's  goods.  A  rider 
was  usually  added,  to  the  effect  that 
should  the  property  be  returned,  or  rec- 
ompense be  paid,  the  owner  would  in- 
tercede with  the  gods  for  a  remission  of 
the  punishment. 

The  Romans  also  made  use  of  the 
town  crier  to  proclaim  laws,  victories, 
or  sales,  and  the  walls  of  the  streets 
were  covered  with  notices  painted  in 
black  or  red,  or  inscribed  upon  terra 
cotta  slabs,  and  let  into  the  pillars  on 
either  side  of  houses  and  shops.  Many 
of  these  wall  advertisements  were  found 
in  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii,  among 
the  most  interesting  being  the  announce- 
ments of  the  gladiatorial  games,  contain- 
ing promises  that  shelter  would  be  pro- 
vided in  case  of  rain  and  that  the  sand 
would  be  watered  should  the  weather  be 
exceptionally  warm.  — Cornhill  Maga- 
zine.

"We  have  the  reputation  of  giving  more 
for  charity  than  any  other  class  of  men. 
While  we  get  credit  for  some  things  we 
do,  yet  there  are  many  calls  made  upon 
us  that  are  never  recorded.  I  remember 
a  case  not  long  ago.  A  former  prosper- 
ous citizen  came  into  our  establishment.

It  is  generally  believed,  by  tho  simple 
and  unlearned,  that  tho  art  of  advertis- 
ing is  of  comparatively  modern  inven- 
tion, but  a  very  slight  study  of  tho  sub* 
jeotwill  be  sufficient,  to  convince  the  in- 
quirer that  it  is,  in  point  of  fact,  one  of 
the  most  ancient  of  all  the  civilized  arts. 
Indeed,  tho  first  advortisomont  was  prob- 
ably cooval  with  the  first  man  who  had 
something  to  dispose  of  or  with  thn 
first  woman  who  wautod  something  she 
bad  not  g3tA*Ifc  not  impossible 

that  the  serpent  tompted  Eve  to  partake 
of  tho  applo  by  means  of  a  "puff  para- 
graph, "  setting  forth  tho  merits  of  tho 
fruitasaooruploxion  beautifies  Bo  that 
as  it  may,  the  uses  of  advertisement 
wero  known  at  a  very  early  dato  to  the 
Israelites,  who  were  accustomed  to 
placard  the  streets  of  their  citios  with 
the  uttorauces  of  kin^s  and  prophets. 

The  ancient  Greeks,  too,  were  much 
given  to  advertisement,  chiefly  through 
tho  medium  of  (he  town  crior,  who, 
however,  was  not  pormitted  4a  offend 
the  ears  of  the  citizens  with  his  procla- 
mations unless  ho  wero  accompanied  by 
a  musician  to  give  him  the  correct  pitch. 
Tho  fact  that  property  had  boon  stolen 
or  damagod  was  made  known  by  means 
of  curses,  lnscribod  upon  shoots  of  lead, 
which  wore  affixed  to~*he  statues  of  in- 
fernal, doitioa  in  the  temple,  tho  venge- 
ance of  the  gods  being  thus  invoked 
upon  the  persons  who  had  stolen  or  in- 
jured the  advertiser's  goods.  A  rider 
was  usually  added,  to  the  effect  that 
Bhould  the  property  be  returned,  or  rec- 
ompense be  paid,  the  owner  would  in- 
tercede with  tho  gods  for  a  remission  of 
the  punishmout. 

The  Romans  also  made  use  of  the 
town  crier  to  proclaim  laws,  victories, 
or  sales,  and  tho  walls  of  tho  streets 
wero  covered  with  notices  painted  in 
black  or  rod,  or  inscribed  upon  terra 
cotta  slabs,  and  let  into  tho  pillars  on 
either  side  of  houses  and  shops.  Many 
of  those  wall  advertisements  were  found 
in  Horoulaneum  nud  Pompeii,  among 
the  most  interesting  being  tho  announce- 
ments of  the  gladiatorial  games,  contain- 
ing promises  that  shelter  would  be  pro- 
vided in  case  of  rain  and  that  tho  sand 
would  bo  watered  should  tho  weather  bo 
sxcoptioually  warm.
